To Complete tho Record of the 


Greatest Volume of Constructive 


Legislation. 


Gentlemen of the Congress—In ful- 


illing at this time the duty laid upon 
me by the Constitution of communi- 
cating to you from time to time in- 
formation of the state of the Union 
and recommending to your consider- 
ation such legislative measures as 
»iay be judged necessary and expedi- 
ent, I shall continue the practice, 
which I hope has been acceptable to 
you, 
of leaving to the reports of the 


several heads of the executive de- 
partments the elaboration of the de- 
tailed needs of the public service and 
confine myself to those matters of 
more 
general public 
policy with 


which it seems necessary and feasi- 
ble to deal at the present session of 
the Congress. 


I realize the limitations of time un- 


der which you will necessarily act at 
this session and shall make my sug- 
gestions as few as possible; but there 
were some things left undone at the 
last session which there will now be 
time to complete and which it seems 
necessary in the interest of the pub- 
lic to do at once. 


In the first place, it seems to me 


imperatively necessary that the earli- 
est possible consideration and action 
should be accorded the remaining 
measures of the program of settle- 
ment and regulation which I had oc- 
casion to recommend to you at the 
close of your last session *5n view of 
the public dangers disclosed by the 
unaccommodated 
difficulties 
which 


then existed, and which still unhap- 
pily continue to exist, between the 
railroads of the country and their 
locomotive engineers, conductors and 
trainmen.

I then recommended: First, imme- 


the Executive of the power to con- 
trol and operate the railways when 
necessary in time of war or other 
like public necessity—1 now very 
earnestly renew. 


The necessity for such legislation 


is manifest and pressing. Those who 
have entrusted us with the responsi- 
bility and duty of serving and safe- 
guarding them in such matters would 
find it hard, I believe, to excuse a 
failure to act upon these grave mat- 
ters or any unnecessary postpone- 
ment of action upon them. 


Not only does the Interstate Com- 


merce Commission now find it practi- 
cally impossible, with its present 
membership 
and 
organization, 
to 


perform its great functions promptly 
and thoroughly, but it is not unlikely 
that it may presently be found advis- 
able to add to its duties still others 
equally heavy and exacting. It must 
first be perfected as an administra- 
tive instrument. 


Arbitration and Justice. 


The country cannot and should not 


consent to remain any longer expos- 
ed to profound industrial disturb- 
ances for lack of additional means of 
arbitration and 
conciliation which 


the Congress can easily and promptly 
supply. And all will agree that there 
must be no doubt as to the power of 
the Executive to make immediate 
and uninterrupted use of the rail- 
roads for the concentration of the 
military forces of the nation when-! 
ever they are needed and whenever J 
they are needed. 
• 


This is a program of regulation, 


prevention and administrative effici- 
ency which argues its own case in 
the mere statement of it. With re- 
gard to one of its items, the increase 
in the efficiency of the Interstate 
Commerce Commission, the House of 
Representatives has already acted; 
its action needs only the concur- 
rence of the Senate. 


I would hesitate to recommend, 


and I dare say the Congress would 
hesitate to act upon the suggestion 
should I make it, that any man in 
any occupation should be obliged by 
law to continue in an employment 
which he desired to leave. To pass

One of the handsomest memorials 


on the battlefield is the Virginia 
State monument on West Confeder- 
ate Avenue. The memorial was com- 
pleted last week when the hondsome 
bronze statues were put in place. 
The figures are now veiled with 
cloths tied around the heads and will 
so remain under guard until the dedi- 
cation. The work of erecting the 
bronzes was superintended by F. 
William Sieyers, the sculptor, one of 
the most distinguished sculptors of 
the South, and a native of Virginia. 


General Robert E. Lee is repre- 


sented in uniform sitting bareheaded 
and 
alert, 
calm 
and 
impressive 


astride a fine type of the thorough- 
bred horse. The statue of Lee is de- 
clared by personal friends of the 
General to be the best likeness ever 
conceived or executed of him. 
The 


horse is in the attitude of an intel- 
ligent, finely bred, 
understanding 


horse of battle, used to the noise of 
guns and the shriek of shells. There 
is nothing of the rearing, plunging or 
snorting charger that spoils the ef- 
fect. 
The horse might be answer- 


ing the rider's command, "attention." 
The monument was placed as nearly 
as possible on the exact spot where 
General Lee halted during the bat- 
tle and watched the desperate fight- 
ing across the fields. The avenue is 
to the rear of the monument and an 
avenue will be built around the me- 
morial. 


At the base of the pedestal toward 


the east is a group of seven figures, 
indicating three types, cavalry, in- 
fantry and artillery, which composed 
the Army of North Virginia. Of the 
seven characters of the group two 
are youths, the one on the extreme 
right is a bugler of artillery, and the 
other a mere boy, mounted so vali- 
antly on the horse in the center, rep- 
resents a cavalry color bearer. To 
the right of the horse is a character 
which suggests the prosperous busi- 
ness man and between him and the 
bugler boy is the farmer fighting 
shoulder to shoulder with his broth- 
er aristocrat-

Overland car and going up a hill 
noticed a woman walking toward 
them. The driver turned to the side 
of the road as he neared the woman. 
When almost opposite she suddenly 
darted in front of the auto after a pet 
kitten. Both men shouted and Mr. 
Ziegler turned his car into the side 
gutter in effort not to strike Mrs. 
Trimmer but the left front fender 
caught her and threw her down and 
a front wheel is supposed to have 
passel over her. The machine was 
stopped within a few feet and the 
woman lifted from underneath the 
running board of the car. She was 
placed in the machine and hurried to 
office of Dr. E. W. Casnman where 
death occurred within fifteen minutes 
after her arrival. She never regain- 
ed consciousness. 
She sustained a 


badly broken arm and was hurt in- 
ternally. She was 73 years of age 
and had spent her entire life in 
Huntington township. Her husband 
died ten years ago. The funeral was 
on Thursday with services by Rev.
